A m artyr to his cause, a hero 
to hi- fellow -m en, Private H aley paid 
the suprem e sacrifice in defense of 
the noblest cause in the world, “ju s­ 
tice," and he paid this penalty “fight­ 
ing" as ever a S tate Trooper will do. 
The eleventh member of P ennsyl­ 
vania’s state police w as called upon 
to lay down his life, in an attem pt to 
bring a crim inal to justice.

Troopers have been called upon to* Heart 
avenge the death of a brother T rooper.!
